Claims 1, 6, 1 1, and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
limitation "each of the user nodes" should be changed to "said each of the user nodes", 
and the limitation "each user node immediately" should be changed to "said each user 
node immediately" as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-12 

are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art of record teaches 
the combined claimed elements as set forth in the claims 1-12. 

None of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests that a synchronous 
communication with a satellite method comprises transmitting a first frame including a 
first burst time plan according to demand data structure and predetermined rules to each 
user node and transmitting a first respective data burst in a first frame period from each of 
user nodes according to the first burst time plan, start of the first frame time period 
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simultaneously, and transmitting a second frame, including a second burst time plan 
according to the demand data structure and the predetermined rules, the each user node 
immediately following the first frame, and transmitting a second respective data burst in a 
second frame time period according to the second burst time plan, a start of second frame 
time period occurring at a hub simultaneously, and the second respective data burst in the 
second frame time period is received immediately following the first respective data burst 
in the first frame time period, and together with combination of other claimed elements as 
set forth in the independent claims 1,6, 11, and 12. Therefore, the claims 1 - 12 are 
allowable over the prior art of records.
